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SOUTHERN PACT IMPLICATIONS, OBJECTIVES ANALYZED 
Ar, entina, Lts surroundings 
Buenos Aires ULTIMA CLAVE in spanish No 495, 9 Sep 80 pp 6-8 


[Text] The renewed discussions on a possible Southern Cone pact have served at 
least to provoke some reflections on the real geopolitical situation in which 
Argentina finds itself. Beyond the short-term implications, it is a certainty 
that a South America which is in practice divided into three blocs merits detatied 
study. 


The polemic statements by Gen: ral Garcia Meza have placed in evidence the possibie 
existence of three geopoliticil forces organized on the basis of criterta which, 
without being too clear, seem to demand the attention of our authorities. If we 
accept the reality of the Andean Pact--Peru, Ecuador, Venezuela and Colombia--and 
if we work on the hypothesis of a "Southern Cone pact” including Argentina, Chile, 
Bolivia, Paraguay and Uruguay, Brazil would remain isolated, and it is not known 
for certain whether it would be beside or above the other groups. 


Tt is known that Brazil has a double geopolitical link due to its privileged 
position with regar: to the river basins of the subcontinent. To the north, ! 
shares the Amazon Pact with Bolivia, Peru, Ecuador, Colombia and Venezuela. io 
the south, it shares the Plate River basin with Bolivia, Paraguay, Uruguay and 
Our country. It should be nored that Ciile is the only South American tion 
which remains excluded, becau;e of its peculiar geographic picture, from both 
groups. 


the groups resulting from the joint exploitation of river basin’ in be regarded 
as "natural,'' beyond the pc litical connotations they mav read’! come to have. 
The Andean Pact, on the coutriry, despite the fact that it nxs countries located 


along the axis of the moun ain range, has nothing in commo. vith a natural geo- 
political complex, but rather its structure--most of aj] in its shining moments-- 
has basically to do with political aspects. Economic 1 a first stage--negotila- 
tion with foreign capital--an: political, properly sreaking, now--the propping up 
of institutional democracy, «ven beyond the boundaries of South America. 


A possible Southern Cone pact would obviously be a group of the second type. Its 
constituent principles could well be:

Fact 1 Decision 


when on L [eptember the Paraguayan defense minister, Maj Gen Marcial Samaniego, 
apoke of a ‘tacit pact’ among the Southern Cone governments, the words of 

varcia Meza ceased to scund like pure improvisation and many attentive ears were 
aierted both at the ltamaraty Palace and in Washington. 


if indeed the Paraguayan minister was sufficiently ambiguous in his statements to 
make many believe that he was only referring to the lines of cooperation which 
normally and in practice are to be found among neighboring countries, no one was 
unaware that the inclusion of Chile in the potential agreement could only be a 
product of multilateral negotiations, insofar as since it is not a part of the 
Plate River basin and because it has difficult territorial conflicts pending with 
Bolivie and Argentina, only a higher political interest could link it with che 
other countries involved. 


In fact, the beginning of this cycle of somey...°t vague statements about a fi ture 
pact is to be found in the fortuitous decision of the Bolivian Government to 

leave the Andean Pact and enter fully into the new group. In other words, to 
replace one political bloc with another, minimizing among other things the question 
of coastline on the Pacific. 


in practice, it would seem that the entire ideological and geopolitical arsenai 
neing used in connection with this theme has Brazil and the United States as its 
points of reference. With regard to 8razil, it is very probable that its obvious 
political development--which has now led to terrorist action on one extreme and 
the other--has provoked a certain loss of confidence concerning its support of 
governments which do not for the time being have any intention or reai potential 
for embarking upon democratization processes. On the other hand, it is possible 
that the enormity of Brazil and ite constant economic expansion have aroused 
resistance in countries such as Bolivia, Paraguay or Uruguay, which have to a 
great extent been penetrated by Brazilian influence. 


Where the United States is concerned, despite the very obviove affinity of the 
military governments in Latin America with the international postulates of 
candidate Ronald Reagan, the idea that in the final analysis Carter will win in 
the November elections is spreading. It is even thought that new impetus will be 
given to the human rights policy and that the pressures from the ” in, both 
economic and political, will be intensified. 











if we remove trom the South American complex those countriea which stlil remain 
in the Cartagena Agreement=-seemtngly greatly influenced py European social 
lemocracy and Christian democracy--and in view of the powerful presence of 
Brazil, falling back on our own positions in order to resiat pressures which seen 
inevitable (a an option worthy of analysts. 


Natlonal Prospectea 


ur country entered the fray with the statements made on 6 September by 
Gen Reynaldo Bignone, secretary general of the army. Before traveling to Rome to 
foin the delegation discussing the Beagle conflict, Bignone said that "at this 
time there 1s a particular rapprochement among Southern Cone countries, but this 
does not mean the preexiatence or existence of a pact or anything similar." 


However, before che problem took on the connotations which it undoubtedly has 
today, Argentina, through two high auther(tles, seemed to be tending toward the 
formalization of a pact of the sort Garcia Meza and Samaniego had projected. 
Foreign Miniacter Pastor, on his trip to Brazil in May, had mentioned the possi- 
biliry of coneoitdating an tdeological bloc to oppose the rise of Marxist choices 
in South America, taking as reference points both Cuba and Nicaragua. On that 
occasion, the Itanaraty Palace and above all the Sao Paulo press firmly rejected 
any possibility that Brazil would join in such an experiment. 


Preetdert Videla, in his recent swing through Brazil, expressed similar ideas 
much less emphatically, and they too received very little support in Brazilian 
official circles. nis is the reason for the speculation about Argentine parti- 
cipation in the formation of an ideological bloc with the characteristics we 
have been describing. 


On the other hand it is necessary to link these manifestations with the per- 
fodically revived reporc that a South Atlantic defense pact might be established 
which would include Brazil, Uruguay and Argentina and possibly the Republic of 
South Africa. 


Brazilian reticence given this hypothesis is also readily perceived. It would 
seem that the Lltamaraty Palace regards itself well enough integrated in the 
international context not to need regional blocs with ideological characteristics. 
't is probable that, with regard to the real situation on the subcontinent, 

Brazil will revive its traditional bilateral policy which may be that which 
best guarantees te economic expansion in the regional area. 


tse Reaction in Washineton 


As was to be expected, these indicative assessments coming from high official 
levels |ave caused the State Department conce.n. Apparently, the visit paid to 
Brazil, Urucuay, Paraguay and Peru by the assistant undersecretary for inter- 
imerican aftatrs at the State Department is mainly designed to establish the 
veracity and probabilicy that the pact in question will become a concrete reality.

Meanwhile che United States te holding urgent talke with ite allies to decide on 
measures designed to guarantee free navigation through the Strait of Ormuz, through 
which some 100 large tanker vessels pase daily, carrying 60 percent of the ofl the 
Weatern peoples need. To this end a major fleet will be concentrated in the 
Persian Gulf, and France has confirmed that agreement was reached on protecting 

the ‘vital interests’ of crude of] transport. 


The origin of the conflict is said to be the Algerian agreement reached in 1975 
between Shah Mohammad Reza Pahlevi and the then-vice-president of Iraq, 

Saddam Hluasein, who is now president, providing for free navigation of the 

Shatt al Arab estuary. This te a kind of canal some 100 kilometers long located 
in the deltas of the Tigris and Euphrates rivers, which are within Iraqi juris- 
diction and which empty into the Gulf. Until a few days ago, the Abadan refinery, 
the largest in the world, and the port of Khorramshahr, which Iran usea only for 
unloading its general imports, functioned on the right bank. The destruction of 
the refinery represents a serious lose, but is not of the magnitude of a total 
disaster, because the crude ofl exported from the province of Khugistan does not, 
as was the case some years ago, come through this port nor from this refinery, 
since it i# loaded onto the great ofl tankers on an artificial island created for 
the purpose at Khare, on the Persian Guif, to which the ofl is taken by giant oil 
pipelines built with modern technology crossing land and maritime regions. 


in fact, the Algerian agreement benefited only Iran, because Shah Reza Pahlevi had 
undoubted control in this sector. On the left bank of the Shatt al Arab estuary, 
near the port of Basra, are the Iraqi ofl installations, and when that country 
denounced the Algerian agreement, it said it was not seeking to expand its terri- 
tory, but to recover some “500 square kilometers of Iraqi land which was usurped 
by Iran, and sovereignty over the Shatt al Arab estuary.” 


iran had an army of 200,001 well-trained men and modern war equipment of U.S. 
origin, but the United States suspended shipments of materiel when the hostages 
were kidnaned. Also, the ranian army was dismembered by the violent purges 
ordered by the Ayatoliah Ki meini, and by subsequent desertions. 


Irag has an air force with soviet and French equipment. Italy has supplied it 
with technical advice and nuclear equipment, and Brazil supplies it with weapons. 
These last three countries buy Iraqi oil. 
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iven thie dark picture, it ie poswible that the conflict will be resolved such aa 
to avold generalized catastrophe by the joint accion of other nations, with the 
reaching Of af agreement between the great Weatern powers ana the Kremlin, This 
powatbtiilty allows room for international political speculations aa to important 
nee juenees, tf lt te borne in mind that the oli tntereste in the region are 
i, to the Weatern world, The current episoden are certainly regrettabie, and 
\¢ de cc be hoped that the good sense of the atatesmen of the great powers wil! 
event the development of greater evil.

OTL, PRODUCTION, CONSUMPTION LEVELS REVIEWED 
Decrease in Imports

(Text) O41 production totaled 18,901,300 cubic metera during the first 8 months 
of thie year, as compared to 18,026,900 in the comparable period last year. This 
represented an increase of 874,400 cubic meters, i.e. 4.9 percent. 


[In August, production cotaled 2,385,100 cubic meters as compared to 2,324,900 for 
the same month in 1979, showing an average of 2,200 cubic meters, or 2.6 percent. 


Importe 


With regard to importr, the total in August came to 25,000 tons as compared to 
72,200 for the same month last year, showing a decline of 65.4 percent. Ir the 
firet 8 months of the year imports totaled 1,509,000 cubic meters, as compared 
to 1,236,100 for the same ,eriod last year, showing an increase of 22.1 percent. 


Expenditures for purchases in the January to August period this year totaled 
§313,024,000 as compared to $197,116,800 in 1979, making the increase for this 
vear 58.8 percent. 


The report of the energy secretariat further indicated that for total imports of 
fuel (o11, ofl products, natural gas, liquefied gas and coal), $682,1650,700 were 
spent up to Last August as compared to $715,478,700 for the first & months of 
last year, thus showing a cecrease this year in expenditures of about 4.7 percent. 
The fact that gas ofl, which cost $188,407,900 last year. was not imported, had 
an effect on this decrease. 


Exports 

The document went on co report that in the first ® months of this yeer exports of 
fuel (byproducts and residual coal) accounted for income totaling $142,559, 300 as 
compared to $25,100,100 the preceding year, representing an increase of 468 per- 
cent. Sales of fuel which totaled $102,863,200 this year, as compared to 
$16,334,990 last year, had an effect on these exporte. 
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lew report then discussed the Injection of natural gas in the gas pipeline intakes, 
‘tating chat a volume of 953,7 milllon ecuble meters was reached in Auguat, ua 
mpared to S60 million in Auguat of 1979, t.e, a 10,9=pereent increase, while

It io odd that the Carter government has two different ways of operating, because, 
While it condemns and combats the military regime in Bolivia, it supports the new 
Turkish Government, which is also a military regime and which, like ours, calls 
itself a nationalist one, 


However, setting aside this contradiction, let us go om to cite some examples of 
the State Department's international policy to draw a few conclusions, 


Gen Francisco Pranco's Spanish Government was not recognized by the United States 
for ever 25 years, And not only that, it was also subjected to an economic block- 
ade, notwithstanding which the Franco government did not fall, despite the fact 
that the two unjust measures had been adopted against almost the poorest country 
in Burope, As a marginal note, we mst po'nt out that, after 25 years, the United 
States had to beg Spain, in humiliating fashion, to allow it to set up Yankee mili- 
tary bases on ite soil in order to contain the communiam and Soviet Russian impe- 
rialiem that was swallowing up almost all of Burepe, 





Another case worth noting is that of Fidel Castro's Cuba, which was the object of 
indignant nonrecognition on the part of the United States, This stubborn attitude 
lasted about 21 years and nothing happened to the condemmed regime, despite the 
fact that it was red, in the service of Commnist Russia aad constituted a grave 
military danger at the very gates of the colossus of the north, Fidel Castro is 
etill insolent in his dealings with the United States, still attempte to infiltrate 
Latin America and other African and Asian countries and has not fallen from power 
because the State Department has not recognized him, 


We offer yet another notable example, That of Commmist China, which was also not 
recognized by the United States for over 20 years, a period during which it was not 
permitted to join the United Nations,,, MWNothing serious happened to the Red Chinese 
regime which today, thanks to the Carter government's disloyalty to Nationalist 
China, established on Taiwan, is on the most intimate terms with and enjoys the 
affectionate friendship of the Americans, 
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And finally, we present another example, closer te General Garcia Meza'e govern- 
ment, ‘Thin was the case of ite historical predecessor, Maj Gualberto Villarroe]'s 
oilitary government, which was not recognised for 6 months; yet nothing happened to 
.t, nor did the Bolivian Government fall, nor did we die of nunger, This abusive 
American intexmational policy mameuver merely served to get our allitary raw aate- 
ciale from us at rock-bottom price: and to frighten cogoverning wenbere of the 
different movements at the time who, using it as a pretext, wanted to sabotage the 
government, appointing as a go-between to achieve this a "confidential agent" in 
the person of Barique Sanchez de Losada, who was a Third International commnist 
living in the United States, The whole maneuver failed and, aginnst ite will, the 
United States had to recognize the Bolivian Government, 


With these four historical precedents, we come to the indisputabie conclusion that 
Awerican democracy has always been powerless and ineffective in ite crafty maneu- 
vers to overthrow governments not subservient to it, So, all these fears are 
groundless and we must relieve the anxiety of those timid soula who offer American 
nonrecognition as a reason for changing the historic course the National Recenstruc- 
tion Government has adopted, 


Im conclusion, in order to restore calm to everyone, we mast say that Bolivia ought 
to calmly await the results of the American presidential elections in which Jimmy 
Carter's disastrous and confusing international policy will suffer well-deserved 
censure through sensible and patriotic American public opiniem with the certainty 
that candidate Reagan will win out over Carter because of the enormous weight of 
the errors committed by the latter and his subsequent loses of prestige,

In the statistical report, it ie noted that the figures only reflect those losses 
in wagee that the central government anc private enterprise have suffered, taking 
into acoount minigun wage averages proviie’ by the Wage Adainistration, 


Purthermore, it ie emphasized that the reasons or justifications argued by the 
ainere, backed by the COB [Bolivian Labor Federation}, for the almost total para- 
lysis of the country's primary source of hard quueniy were demagogic, since in 
June 1978 the mining sector was already in a period of decline, 


wn thie occasion, Minister Calderon repeated the necessity of definitively depoli- 
ticising the Bolivian labor union sovement inasmoh as it has done nothing but harm 
the workers themselves ae well as employers and the whole country, He said that 

to that end the National Reconstruction Government would tetally revise the General 
labor Law, laying emphasie on the section dealing with unions, which will henoce- 
forth perform their appropriate role on the fringe of political activity, 


ie, however, asserted that the government ie not an enemy of the labor union move- 
ment, He said that it must exist as it does all over the world, but that it does 
not have to get involved in political activity, which citisens should engage in 

at other levels of national life,

Minigum Living Wage 


At the preese conference, the minister of labor and labor development reported that, 
at the inetructions of hie office and the governnent, the appropriate departmente 
are working on a etudy for the introduction of a minimum living wage, "It ie the 
aim of the government to provide the worker with a wage that is appropriate in 
terme of hie needs,” he said, immediately noting that the statistical part of the 
atudy ie ready and that it met be complemented by the interpretation the sociolo- 
giete, jvrieoonmiulte versed in social and labor law and others will place on it, 
However, he did not set a date for aaking [the resulte of the study] public, limit- 
ing himeelf to stating that it would be as soon as possible, 


Thie military leader serving as a government minister reported that sometime next 
week about 600 labor arbitrators will assume office, chosen an the basis of liste 
of three candidates presented by those workers constituting the rank and file of

|Rxoerpt] The National Reconstruction Government is plamming a broad prograa of 
policies on mutrition for the purpose of providing the needy classes with suffi- 
client food, 


Mutritien studies completed in the past have permitted us to establish that mal- 
nutrition in the infant population under 6 years of age due to a 

producing proteins ie very widespread, more prevalent than the milder form, and 
that the more serious form has been getting to be more 

increase in migration from rura] areas into the cities and to the low purchasing 
power of the peso and relatively little chance of finding work, 


Analysis of the studies and investigations completed in the 1970's produces nearly 
identical figures on proteid-caloric malnutrition in the country's three geographic

represented by the following percentages: first-degree, 23 percent; second-degree, 
7 percent; and third-degree, 1 percent, 


Prom thie we conclude that in each of the regions studied there is evidence of a 
eerious nutrition problem, with the plateau region being most affected, 


However, thie situation is not noteworthy solely and exclusively in terms of the 
availability or not of food; rather, it is the result of a sumber of factors which 
direotly or indirectly have an effect on the nutritional state of the individual, 
such as samitation in the environment, geographical accessibility, cultural acces- 
aibility, habite and others, ‘These factors, as they affect an organien in a state 
of malnutrition, turn into triggering agents and causes of thie high infant sorta- 


lity, 


Food=-consumption studies show that the foods chiefly consumed in the plateau region 
are wheat, potatoes and chuno, On the other hand, consumption of legumes is nil, 
but in some cases it is greater than that of lean meat, and consumption of milk 

ie almost nil,

In the valley region, nutrition is based on potatoes, chuno, wheat and especially 
corn, Meat congumption ia also low, but an increase in the consumption of milk 
and ite by-products has been noted, 


In the plains region, the most frequently oensumed foods are wheat and rice, but 
an increase in the consumption of milk has been noted, More sugar ia consumed in 
the plateau and plains regions, less in the valley region, It was confirmed the, 
despite availability, fruit consumption is low, 


Aw far ao an adequnt: intake of calories is concerned, it was ascertained that only 
69 percent [of the recommended norms} are consumed in the plateau region and from 
8A to 94 percent in the plains, 


Protein-sufficiency levels in the country are considered to be satisfactory, the 
lowest being found in the plateau region with a coverage of 73 percent, Sufficiency 
levels for calcium, riboflavin and vitamin A are directly related to the manner in 
which foods typical of the region are consumed, In comparison with other nutrients, 
consumption of iron is high since it is much influenced by the custom of using 

iron cooking utensils, 


The average daily per capita consumption of nutrients shows that protein, iron, 
vitamin A and thiamine levels are in accordance with those recommended, The de- 
ficiency in calories amounts to 30 percent as is the case with ascorbic acid and 
riboflavin, 


Studies completed in this country show that the average prevalence of endemic 
goiter is 16,4 percent among children under 15 years of age and 10,5 percent among 
adults, This situation is attributed to the hardness of the water, which causes 
some interference in the absorption of idodine due to the calcium and magnesiun, 


We oan, however, say that most of the endemic goiter is due to the low level of 
ingestion of iodine in foods, 


Thus shown to be the case, the country's nutritional problem is a reperoussion of 
the situation any community in the process of development finds itself in, where 
economic growth has caused the food gap to widen, increasing poverty and malnutri- 
tion, 


Faced with this situation, through the Ministry of Social Welfare and Public Health, 
the government is attacking the problem through the establishment of food end nu- 
trition policies in order t provide the needy classes with the necessary foods 

in sufficient quantity and quality to prevent the appearance of moderate aud serious 
degrees of malnutrition, 


Thus, programe are being developed which will attempt to achieve the objectives 
that have been outlined, such as: 


Food aid (exclusively distribution of food) to vulnerable groups, This program is 
coordinated with private and state agencies and supplementary food programs are 
being developed with the participation of the Mothers Clubs which, comprising ap- 
proximately 600 groups, are distributed throughout the country in both rural and 
urban areas, Through this -rogram, mothers and every child under 6 years of ag 
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receive a monthly vation consisting of milk, oats, oi] and CSM [expansion unknown}, 
As a member of this sort of club, every mother has to pay dues of 15 pesos a month 
for the purpose of capitalizing its {programs};

Qn the occasion of the swearing-in ceremony and the speech delivered by the 
Bolivian president, General Lechin Suarez expressed his gratitude for the confi- 
dence invested in his person in terms of recommending him fer such an important 
and delicate mission, 


He said that the new national institution that is being created wil fundamentally 
and basically be an agency designed to offer advice and suggestions and ji!) be

He oxplained that CONAL members will apply a methodology involving the planning 
and realization of joint projects in an attempt to bring together all efforts

CNY MEMBER VIEWS [IMPACT OF GULF CONFLICT, ALTERNATE FUELS

{interview with Eduardo Celestino Rodrigues, coordinator of a National Energy 
Commission task force, by MANCHETE, in Sao Paulo, date not given] 


[Text] The address on the calling card of Sao Paulo 
engineer Eduardo Celestino Rodrigues is revealing: 
Palacio do Planalto, Brasilia. As coordinator of the 
Special Group of the National Energy Commission, which 
is chatred by Aurellano Chaves, vice president of the 
republic, Rodrigues {is one of the men responsible for 
the country's fate in this sensitive and strategic area. 
it is customarily said that engineer Rodrigues, who 
left the presidency of a large construction firm to 
help Brazil search for a promising energy future, is 
the real brain of the commission. A physics and 
mathematics professor, who taught Minister Delfim Netto 
at the Colegio Anglo-Latino, and the builder of count- 
less hydroelectric plants here, he ts considered one of 
Brazil's greatest enorgy experts. Many of the govern- 
ment decisions in the sector, mainly after the outbreak 
of the Tran-lIraq conflict, are the result of studies con- 
ducted by the group which Rodrigues coordinates. After 
a week of meetings in Brasilia with commission members, 
who include seven ministers of state, he had a frank 
and illuminating conversation with MANCHETE at his 
beautiful farm in the interfor of Sao Paulo. In this 
exclusive itnterviev, conducted by a eucalyptus grove 
with a million plants, he outlined a bright future for 
Brazil. 








MANCHETE: The National Energy Commission has much to say about the future, but we 
would like first to talk about the present. Will the Iran-Iraq war severely affect 
Brazil? 


Fduardo Celestino Rodrigues: The crisis caught Brazil in a very good situation in 
terms of reserves. In August we imported over | million barrels per day, of which 
we used only 800,000 barrels. Considering our current stocks (which for strategic 
reasons | cennot reveal), guaranteed imports of 510,000 barrels of oil per day, 
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lomestie proeduetton of 170,000 barrels per day, which will go to 210,000 barrels 
vien the Garoupa wells resume operations in January, and our current consumption, 
which te 1,08 million barrels, | believe we can rest easy for close to 300 days, 
i! various measures are taken to economize on fuel as much as possible, Coordi- 
yy the commission and carried out by the ministries, these economy measures 
af give us a milder outlook until the situation 1s resolved.

lOunestton| Could you tell us some oft these measures? 


Answer] to the first place, there will be measures to encourage mass transit. 
Mhin obviously directly affects the use of gasoline. One of the decisions in this 
romard wos to cancel the Sunday opening of stations in the tourist cities and

}Quest ion, Isn't thia a drop tn the bucket? 


‘Anawer] No. The people in the surrounding areas were filling up at those sta- 
tlons. My tarm ts near a resort, and I was filling my tank every Sunday. General - 
ly speaking, measures will be taken to reduce the consumption of petroleum 
derivatives as much as possible. 


[Quest ion Even unpopular measures’? 
f 


(Answer] Fven unpopular ones, but I don't think they will actually be really 
strong. There will be measures to control urban traffic in the big cities, to en- 
courage train travel and so on. We have come quite far in this respect. Rail 
traffic has increased 30 percent in the last 12 months. 


[Question] Don't you think we took too long to agree on the advantage of using the 
railroads for cargo transport? 


[Answer] In the past, highway transport was our only answer. brazil was a very 
poor country; it was not in a position to build ratilroads. Even today, only the 
traffic in the southeast-southern region would justify use of the railroad, which 
requires much greater investment than highways. In the rest of the country, high- 
ways are sttll a better option. 


what we have to do in the former region is to increase the number of railway cars, 
xiving more business to rail transport to take a slice away from the highways. 

we have already reduced highway transport by over 30 percent, and we plan to re- 
luce tt another 30 percent. ‘This way we can reduce consumption of diesel oil, 
which, unlike gasoline consumption, is rising. 


‘Question!] The era of the au'omobile is in fact over... 


‘Answer! The gasoline-powered automobile, certainly. Brazil is going to back the 
ilcohol-powered automobile, and not just the automobile. One of the goals is to 
move gradually to alcohol for the light and medium cargo fleet. By the end of the 
year, two large manufacturers are going to launch alcohol-driven light trucks, and 
nother firm is putting alcohol farm tractors on the market. The intention is that 
only the heavy fleet will continue to use diesel oil. 
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[Question] Diesel ofl {ts now responsible for the consumption of 300,000 barrels 
of petroleum per day. What are the commission's plans for an alternative source, 
and for reducing diesel consumption to a minimum? 


[Anewer] The first step was to add naphtha to diesel, making it more combustible, 
as it {8 shown tn the TV commercial. We can also add up to 7 percent alcohol-- 
which we will not do for now--and we can even add 30 percent vegetable oils, In 
this {irse stage, sunflower of] will probably head the list. The Ministry of 
Agriculture {8 arranging for increased production of these oils. Another promising 
solution already under study is palm ofl. The ofl palm yields 5,000 kg of oil per 
hectare, as opposed to ylelds of 360 kg of soybean oil and 600 kg of sunflower oll. 
The only problem with palm oil is the size of the investment required, which we 
cannot handle now. In Brazil, however, the ofl palm is a historic inevitability. 
From Manaus to the west, on both banks of the Amazon River, the land is suitable 
for growing the ofl palm, which requires rain year-round. 


[Questfon}] The bulk of the petroleum we buy goes for fuel ofl (almost 330,000 
barrels per day). What can be done here? 


[Anewer] There are several options. The cheapest is wood--firewood and charcoal. 
the plan is to make the best use of some unproductive land that could be improved 
by reforestation. And there is coal. We see a case here (shows a photograph sent 
by an industrialist). He has managed to substitute gasified coal for almost all 
the fuel ofl used tn a bronze foundry. Gas from wood cannot be transported long 
distances and hence must be used locally, but it gives a good return. The burning 
temperature reaches 1,500 degrees. Synthetic gas can be very useful in these ven- 
tures, and the commission could provide financing. Charcoal could be substituted 
for up to 70 percent of the oxyacetylene torches in the country. In terms of costs, 
mineral coal {is itn second place, and is the number three priority in the general 
plan of the commission, after petroleum economy measures and alcoho]. Larve-scale 
explottation of coal is perfectly practical. The mines are there, mostly idle, 
and a large network is being designed to transport the product. Part of the coal 
will be moved by rail, and the bulk from Rio Grande do Sul will go by coastal 
shipping, after the region's ports are improved. Initially, it is agreed that 
this coal will be used in the steel and cement industries. When fuel oil is no 
longer subsidized, coal will be competitive in the southeastern region of the 
country. By 1985, mineral coal should represent a savings of 170,000 barrels per 


day. 
[Ouestfon] Can these various alternative fronts replace all the imported oil? 


[Answer] If the plan fs fully implemented, and with an increase in domestic pro- 
duction, we could keep to a limit of 500,000 barrels per da of imported oil, even 
allowing for the growth in demand. If Brazil took no precautionary measures at 
itl, by 1985 our consumption would reach 1. million barrels per day. 


[Question] Is Brazil today making a veritable war effort to replace petro] eum? 
[Answer] Without a doubt. The basic priorities established by the commission ire 
part of a very well organized strategy. The first priority is economy. The second 


{s production and use of alcohol. Next come coal, charcoal, vegetable oils and, in 
special cases, electricity. Regionally, there are other options. I must emphasize 
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(hat the plan is within the province of private initiative, The government comes 
in with financing. It iinances alcohol plants, coal mines, industries that want 
to replace their boilers. Regionally, the use of biogas, produced from garbage and 
deceritus of all kinds, is alceady showing good results in Santa Catarina. Every 
form can set up a miniplant to produce biogas for its own use. There is no reason 
viy a refetgerator or a stove could not be run on gas from animal dung, for Iin- 
stance, The technology is no longer any mystery. Another regional answer is the 
ase of "pellets" of compressed eucalyptus bagasse, for burning and heating. 
hoglonally, the battery-.owered car also has a use, and should be encouraged. 

When | was a child, all the Light [Company] matatenance was done with battery- 
powered cars, They have a limited range of action, but they do perfectly well for 
bocal ‘caffle. Finally, synthetie juel can be used in truccs. The only problem 


with synthetic gas is th» loss of power. And let's not forget solar energy. It 
fs not the answer for Sa» Paulo, a polluted city, but it could answer the needs of 
a farm or a country hous’. We are already accomplishing a miracle with the partial 


application of all these measures: we have reduced consumption from 950,000 bar 
rels to 880,000 barrels of imported ofl per day. To these 70,000 barrels we should 
add the 80,000 barrels which represent the theoretical increase in demand. We are 
therefore doing without 150,000 barrels of imported oil per day, which is an 
exceptional figure. At over $30 per barrel... 


|Question] Many areas meant for green crops and legumes and for grazing are 
apparently being turned into sugar cane plantations. Doesn't this tend to reducs 
the food supply and add to inflation? 


[Answer] The food supply actually increased last year. What will inevitably hap- 
per is that new areas will open up, and th: frontiers will be pushed back. Beef 
cattle farming, for example, will probably move north into Mato Grosso or Goias, 
or Para. 


[Question] Alcohol production will increase year by year, reaching an estimated 
10.7 billion Liters in 1986, enough to save only about 170,000 barrels of petro- 
leum per day, but what about the huge gasoline-powered fleet in this country with 
over 8 million vehicles? 


|Answer] People who have gas-powered cars will have to drive less. 


|Question] Then there will be a privileged class of people with alcohol -powered 
cars... 


|Answer] ...which will hasten production of alcohol and alcohol-powered cars. 
brazil's most serious problem today is cooking gas, because the solutions are more 
promising in other areas. The natural substitutes would be coal and alcohol 
stoves, but the latter are not for now. A group has been appointed specifically to 
examine the problem of bottled gas. 


[Question] How did brazil become the first country in the world to introduce an 
alternative energy source--alcohol--for mass use? 


\Answer!| Brazil has a long tradition of sugar plantations. Other countries with 
the same climate are also thinking of going to alcohol. The addition of alcohol 
to gasoline is perfectly feasible. 
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[Question] (the newapapers are reporting another gasoline price increase--52 
cruzgetros per Liter within this month. 


[Answer] It is not true, There should be no changes before the end of the year, 
according to our information. 


[Question] Considering all that has been done in the sector, considering the 
figures and the estimates, is Brazil a viable country with respect to energy? 


[Answer] Certainly. Let's look at the figures, It costs $5.00 to extract a 
barrel of offshore oil today. To produce the equivalent of a barrel of oil from 
wood costs $1.00; charcoal, $2.00; alcohol, $4.50; coal, from $2.00 to $3.00. 
Fach of these alternative sectors could provide a huge number of jobs. The face 
»f Brazil is going to change. Rio Grande do Sul and Santa Catarina, for example, 
will benefit greatly from their coal, and so on. There will also be mass migra- 
tion; it ts inevitable. To oppose migration is simply bullheaded. You cannot 
leave a person to starve in the northeast when manpower is needed in the south. 
foday tnere is a manpower shortage in Mato Grosso; we will need manpower here for 
reforestation projects. It will be needed in the Amazon region. The Brazilian 
energy plan will not only resolve the nation's energy problem but it will be a 
great impetus for the economy. The plan will cost $7.5 billion by 1985, but it 
will result in a savings of $32 billion in petroleum. I said this many years ago: 
the energy crisis will only be good for Brazil. The trick is to turn a disad- 
vantage into advantage, like a karate chop. I know there will be problems. Some 
agencies will have to be shaken up and some departments will have to meddle more, 
but it will work. 


[Question] Don't you think it is pretty dangerous to stir up the middle class by 
imposing severe restrictions on petroleum consumption? 


[Answer] Everyone will enjoy the benefits of the sacrifices imposed now. It won't 
do any good to sit comfortably in a leaking ship.

‘MDE HEAD BACKS FIGUEIREDO ANTITERRORIST CAMPAIGN

iText]) Brasilia=--The president of the Brazilian Democratic Movement Party (PMDB), 
Deputy Ulysses Guimaraes, yesterday expressed the support of his party for 
President Joao Figueiredo in fighting terrorism, in a speech in which he also 
severely criticized the political-economic-social model and advocated the convo- 
cation of a constituent assembly and direct voting for ali elective offices. The 
statement was made at the conclusion of the meeting of founders of the PMDB in the 
Nereu Ramos auditorium of the Chamber of Deputies. 


"Either President Joao Batista Figueiredo defeats terrorism or he will be defeated 
by it. He has our support in that challenge and in that action because we wili 
either put an end to terrorism or terrorism will put an end to all of us. If 
punishment is not forthcoming or is delayed, the impunity will set off more bombs 
against the authority of the president of the republic,” Ulysses said. 


ihe president of the PMDB condemned "savage capitalism,” declaring also that "the 
Brazilian social pyramid is set on its apex" and warned about the high inflation 
rates and the foreign debt level. He advocated free union organization and called 
for revocation of the present national security law which, in his view, impedes the 
demands of the workers. In the political area, he reiterated the PMDB's intention 
not to accept district voting and to fight the subslate [sublegenda] and the Falcao 
law. 


Note 


During the almost j3-hour meeting, the leader in the Chamber of Deputies, Deputy 
Freitas Nobre, read a note prepared by party leaders, condemning "the government's 
iack of objectivity in discovering the perpetrators of the terrorist attacks that 
have occurred in this country.” 


The document states that “the government has lost control of the situation in the 
economic area,” referring to inflation, credit difficulties for small and medium 
business and the “concentration of wealth in the hands of a few," as well as the 
“denationalization and extreme dependence of the economy." 


Read by Freitas Nobre on behalf of the parliamentary bloc, the note aroused the 

reaction of some parliamentarians, such as Deputy Jose Costa (Alagoas): "There was 
no discussion and the thing was thrown at us in the plenary session for our approval. 
It seems like a government thing.” 
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The other speakers at Che meeting were Deputy Iranildo Pereira (Ceara); Senator 
Orestes Quercia (Sao Paulo); former Minister Almino Afonso; Alencar Furtado, former 
leader of the defunct Brazilian Democratic Movement (MDB); and former Governor 
Miguel Arraes, who declared that the "government insists on trying to resolve the 
problema of the nation through private office talka and by pacifying spirita when 
what should be done is to talk to the people," 


Joining 


At the meeting, Senator Leite Chaves (Para), formalized his entry into the PMDB, 
being greeted by the party leader in the senate, Paulo Brossard. Elected in 1974 
for the then MDB, Leite Chaves, after the party reform, joined the political group 
of former Governor Leonel Brizola and after the loss of the Brazilian Labor Party 
(PTB) party label, resorted to the Supreme Electoral Tribunal but without success. 
He also tried to get an agreement between the Brizola group and the group of Ivete 
Vargas but also without success and has now joined the PMDB. 


Followine is the note of the PMDB 


The PMDS reaffirms the commitment of its program: it is a mass party that is not 
restricted to its parliamentary activity, It will be constantly active and not only 
during election periods. It will be present in society, everywhere where men live 
and work. 


Il, order to respond to that task, we have convened our comrades for the work of 
party organization which involves a broad discussion of our program plans and 
statutes, a membership effort and the holding of municipal conventions on 12 
October, state conventions on 23 November and the national convention on 7 December. 


This organized and operating party is the instrument of the people to operate the 
democratic transition and achieve power. 


The MDB vesterday and the PMDB today have repeatedly denounced the dramatic crisis 
that traumatizes society, the economy, the institutions, in short, the country. 


The government has lost control of the situation in the economic area. The promises 
to contain inflation have been belied by the facts: the annual rates have more than 
doubled, resulting in an intolerable rise in the cost of living. Credit diffi- 
culties fall on small and medium business, making them unviable and concentrating 
wealth in the hands of a fw. The economic model, responsible for the denationali- 
zation of the economy, has failed and is even aggravated by the world crisis, 

owing to the extreme foreign dependence to which we have been led. The doors of 

the country have been opened wide to multinational groups on the presumption that 
they would come and resolve our problems and not drain the major part of the effort 
of the community. The proof Lies in the irresponsible indebtedness of the country: 
72 percent of 1979 exports went to pay for capital income, interest, profits, divi- 
dends, technology and services. In order to maintain foreign credit, the process 

of turning over Brazil to the foreign groups is being intensified, from our land 

to our forests and our mountains filled with minerals. 


Along that course, Brazil does not develop but rather becomes more and more 
impoverished, dissipating its resources. 
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fhe regime committed to those interests does not want and does not have the power 
to introduce changes capable of lessening our difficulties, Its plan having 
failed, it seeks to gain time in the political area with diversionary maneuvers, 


The opposition stand of the PMDB ia not due to intransigence against persons or 
groups nor to a revanchist spirit. It is based on the vision of Brazil which is 
contrary to that of the current government leaders. 


‘he PMDB believes in the resources of Brazil and the strength of the work of the 

fragiliane, It proclaims the certainty that we have everything to be a great 

nation, free and respected, and that we have a right to have a capable government, 
lected by the people, that will promote development on behalf of all. 





The nation is tired of the authoritarianism that unsurped its popular sovereignty 
and imposed on it a regime of exception, administrative incompetence, social in- 
justice, juridical casuistry, unbridled corruption and arrogant voluntarism, 


Even now, insensitive to what is happening in the country, two parallel proposi- 
tions emerge from within the regime that aim at power for the sake of power: one, 
from the present governing authorities who seek to hold it indefinitely and to 
institutionalize authoritarianism under the name of "opening plan"; the other, 

from its extreme right, wants a return to absolute dictatorship, economic recession 
and social oppression. Both are in agreement in their aversion for the people, 

the vote and freedoms. Both are unacceptable. 


Pursuing domination, those two propositions confront one another in a veritable 
"internal war" that transforms us all into victims. 


On the one hand, terrorism, thus far unpunished, disturbs the nation, to divert it 
from the course of restoration of its representative institutions. At the same 
time that we repudiate its acts, we offer our solidarity with all the organizations 
and individuals who are the victims of violence. 


On the other hand, the aggression against the will of the people, with the cruelty 
of the extension of the terms of mayors and councilmen; with diversionary trials 
against militant deputies; with the emasculation of the legislative branch, denying 
it decisive authority and making apology for laziness and omission through the 
approval of bills by reason of the expiration of time periods, cof which the 
foreigners statute is an example; with the maintenance of abusive staff perquisites, 
which make mockery of a needy people; with the beating, arrest and indictment of 
workers and union leaders; with the threat of new coupist initiatives in the 
electoral process. 


Lost in its own internal crisis and engaged in maneuvers to remain in power, the 
government has abrogated its authority and its responsibilities. The nation 
expects it to begin to assume them, courageously combating the terrorists who 
attack innocent victims, by promoting a seri restigation and the identifica- 
tion and exemplary punishment of the culprits. cine nation demands the immediate 
dismantling of the apparatus of repression established to guarantee the authori- 
tarian state and incompatible with the democratic system. 
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The PMDB is fighting for a system in which there will prevail unswerving respect 
for democratic freedoms, for the rights of man and the citizen, and the existential 
needs of all Brazilians, Together, all the forces of the people, we will win, 


This is an undertaking that belongs to everyone and that will serve everyone. To 
achieve that tomorrow, it is necessary to put an end to the hostility against che 
worthy action of the Church on behalf of the poor and the oppressed; to the nation- 
al security law as it is conceived; to current union legislation which bars the 
right to strike, and the autonomy and freedom of unions and associations; to the 
systematic persecution of the students, especially their right to organize into 
the National Students Union (UNE); and to the Falcao law.

Ulysses Speech 
Following are the main points of the speech: 


Opposition is inevitable because mistakes are inevitable in any government. The 
opposition must not presume itself to be prophetic nor should the government pro- 
mote itself as wise and infallible. The government governs and the opposition 
opposes; that is a truism that is always cited but not always practiced. To oppose 
responsibly is not subversion. Subversion is to threaten, persecute, ban, seduce 
the opposition or seek to manage it. 


The fight against the arbitrary regime is tough, unequal and dangerous. Words are 
the weapon of the opposition and force is the reaction of tyranny. The PMDB is a 
party with a memory.

The PMDB won the 1974 and 1978 elections by majority vote but it lost the govern- 
ment of the nation and of many states through usurpation. 


[In order for the government and its submissive majority to be respected, they must 
first respect themselves, They complain about what they hear but they forget what 
they do. As a reaction of legitimate defense, the violence of words, if it does 
exist, wounds and destroys much less than the violence of the falsity of so-called 
indirect elections: of the party sublabel [sublegenda] and the Falcao law, which 
stages the election farce without information; of the mutilization of the federa- 
tion and the popular sovereignty of the senate by the invasion of a horde of 
"bionic" senators; of the demolition of the building and the nonrecognition of the 
UNE, lavishing money for staff perquisites and massive projects and withholding 
funds for enrollments, professors and university expansion; of national security 
being the insecurity of workers who fight for better salaries, with union 
autonomy defiled by intervention and its best leaders arrested or tried; of the 
crushing of business, especially smali and medium business, by foreign capital and 
by interest rates of up to 20 percent per month; of the astronomical inflation o! 
107 percent which the people pay by earning less, spending more to eat less, and 
threatened with unemployment; of the solvency and promptness of Brazil as a debtor 
depending on the clemency of international creditors because of the huge and tool- 
hardy foreign debt; of the attacks, which thus far have gone unpunished, against 
the Church, the Brazilian Bar Association, the free circulation of the press and 
the headquarters of political parties and congressmen. 


What destabilizes the Brazilian social pyramid is the fact that it is set on its 
apex, in which the minority concentrates the great majority of the resources. 

How can a building that madly persists in balancing itself on its point and not on 
its base fail to topple?

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RICE, OTHER CROP PRODUCTION NOT EXPECTED TO COVER LOSSES

[Text] Except for corn and beans, the area's agricultural products offer the gov- 
ernment very little assurance because of the risk of climatic variations. Rice is 
the most worrisome inasmuch as domestic production is expected to reach a maximum 
of 9.8 million tons next year compared with 9,637,700 tons this year, an increase 
of 2 percent, which is less than the population's sluggish growth rate. Corn is 
also a cause for concern, since, even if domestic production reaches 24.5 million 
tons, the balance between supply and demand will leave little room for possibl« 
price stability. As for stocks, the status of corn is even more critical than 
that of rice; initial rice stocks are estimated at 1,267,700 tons, while those of 
corn will be only 5,500 tons, and this only as a result of imports which will 
reach 1 million tons by the end of the year. The consumption of corn, which 
amounted to 17.7 million tons in 1979, increased to 20.5 million tons this year 
and is expected to reach 24 million tons next year, if aviculture continues at 

its current growth rate. 


In the opinion of government experts, agriculture has reached its production limit 
if current restrictions on credits for investment are maintained. According to 
their explanation, that trend is easily verified by increases foreseen in the 
planted area of the 1980-1981 harvest, since we are now seeing competition among 
the various crops. Most of the increase in the area planted in corn comes from a 
corresponding decrease in area planted in soybeans or, stated in another way, 
corn has spread over the area which would have been used to expand the soybean 
crop. That procedure varies among the various south-central states which produce 
crops and also from crop to crop. For example, in Mato Grosso do Sul the area 
planted in soybeans is expected to increase more than that planted in corn, but 
there will be a reduction in rice planting. 


In the opinion of the experts, to obtain meaningful growth in agricultural produc- 
tion in the future, investments will be necessary both to expand the agricultural 
frontier and improve the technological efficiency of the producers of the tradi- 
tional areas. This means more funds for treating the soil with lime, fertilizing, 
purchasing machinery for deforestation, clearing brush, harrowing, plowing, plant- 
ing and land improvement in general. For example, official surveys indicate that 
the number of farm workers per hectare has decreased compared with the previous 
harvest.

MORE THAN 4 MILLION TONS OF WHEAT TO BE IMPORTED IN 1981

[Text] Brasilia--The loss of 700,000 tons of the current wheat crop (to be con- 
sumed next year) brought about by frost and the probable stabilization of consump- 
tion at the present level of 6.8 million tons will force the country to import 4.4 
million tons of wheat in 1981, representing an expenditure of at least $1 billion, 
according to a forecast made by Humberto Garofalo, director of CTRIN [National 
Wheat Marketing Enterprise]--the Bank of Brazil's Wheat Department. "This year 
we shall have to import 4.39 million tons at a total cost of $960 million," he 
said. 


Meanwhile, a possible expansion of the conflict in the Middle East could substan- 
tially alter that forecast, even assuming the worst possible outcome (in case of 
an exaggerated increase in quotations and freight costs) where the government 
would not import wheat in 1981 but would be forced to use substitutes. However, 
that hypothesis is considered by the experts to be more a matter of discussion 
than reality. 


The gradual withdrawal of subsidies (since August 1980, when this procedure was 
initiated, wheat has already gone up 110 percent and is scheduled for another 
price change on 20 October) does not point to a reduction in consumption; at 
best, it denotes its stabilization. Nevertheless, the granting of subsidies 
has essentially been the determining factor in the rising curve of the country's 
wheat consumption. 


In the past 10 years, the demand for wheat has risen 120 percent, the per capita 
consumption increasing from 33.18 kg in 1970 to about 50 kg this year--an annual 
growth rate of 4.6 percent compared with a 2.7 percent population growth in that 
same period. At the end of this year, wheat will still be sold at a price 
equivalent to slightly more than 22 percent of its actual cost; under these cir- 
cumstances, the wheat account will close with a deficit of 60 to 65 billion 
cruzeiros. Next year, imported wheat, which presently costs 13,288.80 cruzeiros 
per ton, is expected to increase to 20,000 cruzeiros; domestic wheat will reach 
a maximum of 13,325.00 cruzeiros. 
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New Forecast 


Without the September frosts (in the pase 45 years frosts occurred only in 1979 
and (980), Brazilian production might have reached 3.6 million tons; based on 

the loss shown by the survey, CTRIN estimates the crop to be about 2.9 to 3 mil- 
lion tons, after deducting the necessary quantity for seeding, would leave a net 
of about 2.4 million tons. Based on current foreign prices ($190 per ton) and 
freight costs ($42 per ton), the import of 4.4 million additional tons would cost 


a little more than $1 billion. 


if torecasts of agricultural production made by the Production Financing Commis- 
sion (CFP) for the 1980-1981 crop prove to be correct, the government will have 

a strong ally in the fight against inflation inasmuch as no serious problems are 
expected regarding domestic supply. However, there is great concern about pos- 
sible weather instability and its effect on the rice, corn and bean crops, which 
would force the government to turn to the international market for new imports. 
This is due to the fact that estimated production Levels, including soybeans, 
will not be high enough to offset possible losses and also because initial stocks 
will be precariously low. 


That picture also reveals that neither increases nor income are expected from the 
export of soybeans and their derivatives inasmuch as production is expected to 
increase a maximum of 4 percent and may even decrease by 0.5 percent. In the 
opinion of government experts, the prospect of a 10 percent increase in the grain 
supply next year, which would mean a harvest of 56 million tons, shows that the 
agricultural sector has reached its limit of expansion just with defrayal credit. 
To achieve better results in the 1981-1982 harvest, the government will be forced 
to release funds for investments to promote agricultural expansion, particularly 
in the pioneer areas of Minas Gerais, southern Goias and Mato Grosso do Sul. Ac- 
cording to the experts, gains in productivity will be possible only over the long 
term. 


Based on intentions to plant, as observed in the principal producing areas ot the 
south-central region, the CFP estimate will be revised monthly, and only from 
December on will the figures be more reliable inasmuch as the crops will actually 
be planted by that time. The only degree of uncertainty will be that contained 
in estimates regarding winter crops, such as wheat, oats, rye, barley and sun- 
flower, planted from May 1980 on. In forecasting a supply of 56 million tons of 
grain in 1981 compared with 50.8 million this year, the CFP included the produc- 
tion of the winter crops using this year's harvest for calculation purposes only. 
However, those crops are not expected to alter the forecast very much, since they 
are crops which cannot be expressed in terms of production. Except for wheat, 
with a harve.: \ million tons this year, the other products calculated (oats, 
rye, barley ‘ Lower) yielded only 269,700 tons of grain. 


Despite the gove:isent's great effort to increase agricultural production by 
granting credits for agricultural payments beyond the normal time limit and main- 
taining minimum prices readjusted above the inflation rate, the growth in the 
grain supply can hardly be considered normal. Minister of Agriculture Amaury 
Stabile was expecting it to be at least 13 percent while hoping it would be 20 
percent. In terms of area planted it is estimated that the 1980-1981 crop will 
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show an increase of 4,5 percent comprising ce sox principal agricultural] 
products (cotton, peanuts, rice, beans, soybeans and corn). 


Again in terms of area, it 1s expectec that corn will show an increase of 10 to 
l6 percent ralsing the area planted to 10,501,000 or 11,032,300 hectares. With 
cegard to soybeans, the area could decrease 3 percent or even increase | percent,

‘Anewer) Our trade increased by about 48 percent in the course of 1979, reach- 

ing $745 million. This means that Brazil currently stands third among che 

world's major trading partners with Chile, after the United States and the FRC. 
During 1979 our exporta reached $383.7 million, an increase of 48 percent over 

978. Chilean imports from Brazil reached $361.8 million, an increase of 4/7 
percent. Corresponding statistics for January-July 1980 indicate that bilateral! 
trade reached a figure of $521.1 million, an increase of 33 percent over the 

same period last year. All this demonstrates the dynamiem of our trade, and points 
to an even more promising future. 


‘OQuestion) How could trade between our two countries be intensified? 


‘Anewer) Ourrently, the major Chilean products for export to ®razil are, in order 
f importance, copper and .ts byproducts, titanium, vanadium and molybdenum 
ores, newsprint, cellulose, barley and saltpeter. From Brazil, we import auto- 
mobiles, steel tubing, tractors, soybean oil, motors, chassis, bicycles, sugar, 
etc. The possibility of expanding bilateral trade depends to an important extent 
on the degree to which both economies open up, and on their growth rate overall. 
Still, it is not hard to conclude that trade will continue to grow freely in the 
future, in view of the broad dimensions of Brazil's foreign trade, the fact that 
our economies are complementary, and our geographic proximity, which facilitates 
the natural integration of the two economies. For our part, we are in a position 
to expand our exports with minerals, lumber, fish, agroindustrial products and 
seasonal farm produce. Om its part, Brazil could sell Chile capital goods, rolling 
stock, automobiles and agricultural products. 


[Question] To what extent could President Figueiredo's visit contribute to closer 
Cnilean-BSrazilian relat ions? 


(Answer) In addition to constituting a historic event of unequaled and singular 
transcendence for the consolidation of Chilean-Brazilian friendship, the presence 
of his excellency, President Joao Figueiredo, in Chile presents a very weicome 
and important opportunity to intensify our personal relationship, which will 
certainly be advantageous for the two countries. We will de able to review our 
entire, and very rich, relationship and exchange views on the major internat iora.: 
and regional issues, searching for ways of accentuating areas of agreement in the 
actions of the two nations, and of giving new impetus to collaboration between 
Chile and Brazil. 


Question) How are you confronting international pressures against your government’ 


(Answer) We have a legitimate right, as a sovereign nation, to resolve our in- 
ternal affairs without submitting to any foreign pressure or action. This principle 
nas always been a part of our history, and we must never renounce it. We uncer- 
stand the pressure, and we recognize the problem that adverse international politi- 
cal opinion represents. Nonetheless, we are deeply convinced that our action is 
legitimate. Moreover, this adverse opinion is not consistent with an objective 
evaluation of our internal situation, but only with the internal political stands 

to which those who denigrate us are committed. On the other hand, the international 
financial circles that base their opinions on objective facts, and proceed in 
serious fashion, have recognized our success, and their disinterested support is 

an indication of the real aims that motivate our detractors. 








[Question] Sriefly, could you deacribe Chile's current economic and financial 
situation? 


|Anawer| Today Chile hae completely sound economy, with a balanced budget and 
decreasing inflation, which has declined from 1,000 percent in 1973 to about 25 
percent, the figure estimated for this year. We aleo have a dynamic foreign sec~- 
tion and a growing investment rate, factors that have permitted a growth in the 
GNP of about 40 percent from 1976 to 1980, With respect to our international fi- 
nancial situation, I must report that our foreign exchange reserves are now the 
highest in the history of Chile, totaling about §2.6 billion on 30 June 1980. All 
this has made Chile a country trusted by the international financial community 

to the point that the flow of foreign credit (which was $262 million in June) 
totaled $959 million in the first 6 months of this year, with quch more favorable 
interest and term conditions. 


[Question] What major plans is your government carrying out? 


[Answer] The government is now engaged in carrying out a plan which we have 
designated the Seven Modernizations, the goal of which is to reform the most im- 
portant areas in the nation's life: agriculture, labor, welfare, health, govern- 
ment administration, justice and education. Regarding agriculture, we are carry- 
ing out a process of cleaning up falee or nonexistent property titles, and this 
government is handing over the respective property titles to the peasants in the 
sector affected by agrarian reform, thus carrying out an aspiration long held by 
all the workers. In the labor area we have implemented a combination of standards 
establishing collective bargaining as the major tool for improving the workers’ 
income. This has eliminated state intervention in labor disputes, the equitable 
settlement of which is left to the employers and the workers. Regarding the right 
to strike, which fully exists, the necessary machinery was created to prevent it 
from being abused, or from being used in a way detrimental to the consumer masses 
who are not involved in such disputes. Complete democracy in the choice of elected 
union leaders is also guaranteed by the free and secret vote of the union member- 
ship. Freedom to join or resign from a union organization is also recognized. 

We are about to implement a new welfare law, recognizing the workers’ right to 
freely administer their own savings, offering them feasible investment opt ions 

and thus promoting an effective social security systen. 


I would also like to mention two projects of singular importance that we are car- 
trying out. One is construction of a southern highway that will take in several 
large zones of the country, which were once virtually beyond communication with 
the rest of our national territory. We are also about to begin the Colbun- 
Machicura project, a hydroelectric complex of primary importance--the largest in 
the country=--to use our energy potential in an economic and modern way. 


(Question) When will Chile's institutional Life return completely to normal? 


Answer) By virtue of the recent ratification of the Political Constitution of 

the State, starting in March 1981 our country will go into a stage of transition 
to an effective democracy. This phase will last for 8 years, at the end of which 
time the Chilean people should elect the president of the republic and hold par- 
liamentary elections. At that point the new institutional democracy provided in 
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the constitution will be fully in effect and hence the goals eatablished by the 
military government will have been met, but it should be reiterated that the 

constitution will be fully in effect on 11 March 1981, with the exception of the 
provietons for electtone and partisan political activity, which will come later, 


Question) What is the status of the Beagle Channel litigation? 


\Anewer) One point should be clarified first. The dispute between Chile and 
Argentina, which was submitted to his holiness, John Paul II, for mediation, has 
to do with the jurtedictional boundaries in the southern zone, and not with the 
Neagle Channel. The delineation of that channel was effected by arbitration of 
her majesty, the queen of England, on 2 May 1977, and is fully valid. The media- 
tion te at a particularly important stage. On conclusion of the informative 
phase, in which the parties delivered to the mediator all the precendents on 
which their respective positions are based, we passed to active negotiations, which 
involved a search for existing pointe of agreement between the parties. Now 
there is intensive work to reach an agreement based on the guidelines forwarded 
to the parties by the representative of his holiness. 


(Question) Does the mediation of the pope constitute a guarantee of peace in 
the Southern Cone? 


\Answer) By common agreement, Chile and Argentina sought the mediation of the 

oly Father, in implementing one of the forme of peaceful solution of disputes 

in international law. Moreover, on 8 January 1979, in Montevideo, the two countries 
signed a commitment not to resort to the threat or use of force in their relations. 
Let me add that the presence of his holiness is not only a guarantee of peace, 

but constitutes a moral court of the highest authority one could hope for. This 

is why the Chilean Government has emphatically reiterated its confidence in his 
holiness, Pope John Paul II.

[Text] In agreeing after much hesitation to lend Nicaragua $75 million, U.S. Presi- 
dent Jimmy Carter has shown political realism. At the same time, this act reflects 
confidence in the individuals now striving to help the Nicaraguan regime advance 
toward democratic pluralism and impede the spread of subversion on the continent. 


Although necessary in the case of a government system which has not been totally 
defined, caution should not be stressed to the extent that it becomes counterproduc- 
tive. Not granting the Nicaraguan Reconstruction Junta the loan might have had the 
effect of unnecessarily polarizing attitudes and inducing the Managuan government to 
succumb to the temptation of throwing itself completely into the arms of the Soviets, 
which some of its members are striving to do at present. 


The junta is repeating ad nauseam that it wants to have good relations with every 
country in the world and will gladly accept aid from any of them as long as there 
are no strings attached. Such an attitude is worthy and patriotic, provided it 
deals with the world's various ideological blocs on an equal basis and does not use 
a different measuring stick for each one. 


The Nicaraguan regime is presently being carefully watched by history, since it 
remains to be seen whether the criterion of independence will be uniformly maintained. 
Any tipping of the scale might cause Nicaragua to fall into one form of imperialism 

to avoid another. That would detract from the nationalist doctrine which Scandin- 
ism claims as its own. 


In addition, just as the United States did not impose conditions in granting Nicar- 
agua the loan--because those conditions would have been flatly refused it would also 
be disloval for Nicaragua to use the American money, or money from any other Western 
source, to finance the edification of Marxist structures or strengthen the military 
power of the small Central American nation. 


What Nicaragua needs is economic reconstruction and, in many instances, ordinary 
construction, since in many places the country was completely abandoned by the 
previous regime. One need only observe how people lived in towns like Masaya o1 
its native suburb of Monimbo. 


Not only the United States but also other countries of the so-called free world 
which agree to help Nicaragua financially want to see that nation reemerge as a4 
nation, not as a new base within the political arena of blocs.

Despite 
what has been said, tomorrow, Monday, 22 September, at 1400 hours, in official 
quarters, namely the Legislative Assembly's Salon de Benemeritos, there will be "a 
meeting of youth and student organizations with El Salvador's Democratic Revolution- 
ary Front [FDR]," one of the extremist groups which, with armed force, is trying to 
overthrow the governing body with which our government is maintaining dip! omatic 
relations.

Costa Rica cannot sit idly by 
while a meeting of groups in conflict with governments with which we are maintaining 
diplomatic relations is being held in our midst and even in one of our government 
buildings. 


Those who are proceeding in this manner, who are making state premises available 
for meetings of groups which have taken up arms against their own government, are 
the same individuals who later complain when our country is accused of being the 
focal point of Caribbean conspiracies. 


it is high time for us to abandon the international risk-taking which is hurling 
us precipitously into the Caribbean maelstrom. 


The people have a right to know the names of those who have made the Legislative 
Assembly auditoriums available to extremist groups meeting to create difficulties 
between Costa Rica and a country with which it is maintaining diplomatic, commercial 
and all other types of relations.

Our reaction is not due to the fact that those who will meet tomorrow in one of 
our government buildings are communists. Our reaction would be the same if such 

a meeting involved rightist groups which are also carrying out assassinations in 
El Salvador.

So while they remain here, [words 
indistinct] may their living conditions be adequate and as bearable as possible. 
1 also held a meeting today at the U.S. embassy with Mr (Scholl), director of the 
U.S. political section for Costa Rica. In an introductory letter, we also ask 
Mr Reagan to seek the release of the political prisoners in Cuba and to help us 
go that every Cuban who is in exile and in transit may enter the U.S. territory 
as soon as possible with the greatest number of opportunities and also so that 
program No 2 for Cuban refugees whereby the former political prisoners and their 
relatives can enter on a priority basis be accepted. We also want to indicate 
our unanimous support for the current [as heard] U.S. Pr ident Ronald Reagan 
because his victory is not just a U.S. victory but a victory of universal democ- 
racy and with it the grave of communism has begun to be dug once and for all.

"NOTICIAS DEL CONTINENTE' RADLO STATLON BOMBED

(Text |] Radio Noticias del Continente, the station that reports on revolutionary 
activities in Latin America, was bombed today in Costa Rica, 


The shortwave station Radio Noticias del Continente, whose installations are 
located in a town called Grecia, 40 km from San Jose, Costa Rica, was bombed today 
at 1330 by a light plane. Fortunately, only damages were caused to the plant and 
house of the watchman of the station, which is particularly known for propagandiz- 
ing Latin America's revolutionary movements. For this reason, it is daily harassed 
by the reactionaries and particularly by the most radical rightwing. 


All of us can recall how Radio Noticias del Continente reported on activities at 
all struggle fronts of the Sandinist National Liberation Front during the final 
offensive against the Somozist dictatorship. This resulted in a bid by the Costa 
Rican rightwing in congress to silence it by moving to revoke its license. Con- 
gress approved the embargo on the frequency but the decision was overturned by 

the Supreme Court on appeal because the station owner proved that she had acquired 
title to the installations through purchase. So, the reactionaries had to wait 
for a better opportunity to silence the voice of Central and South American revo- 
lutionaries. 


(7A few weeks) ago the Costa Rican reactionaries went back at it, this time taking 
advantage of an allegation by the gorilla government of Che Videla of Argentina 
that the station had read proclamations affecting the dignity of that government. 
However, the charge was not upheld. 


New attempts were made to : lose Radio Noticias del Continente when the Salvadoran 
government lodged a protest against alleged appeals to insurrection made by the 
station. At that time the station owner made available all material aired by the 
station since its founding to the president of Costa Rica so it could be analyzed 
to determine if and when the station has made any calls to insurrection or jeopar- 
dized the peace of the Argentine government. 


All indications are that, following the failure of the quote legal maneuvers un- 
quote, the Costa Rican reactionaries, with support from the gorilla and antipopu- 
lar movements in America, have decided to stop the station's broadcasts through 
violence. 


Despite everything, including the bombs thrown at 1330 today, the station is mov- 
ing on with its work of denouncing oppressive regimes and reporting the advances 
of the revolutionaries and patriots of El Salvador, Guatemala, Argentina, Chile 
and other countries seeking liberation through arms.

That pact came out of the U.S. Defense Department as part of the policy conceived 

the area by President James Carter and his advisers after the fall of dictators 
‘ric Gairy in Grenada and Anastasio Somoga in Nicaragua. in January this year, Maj 
en Robert L. Sehweitter visited the Dominican Republic as Carter's special envoy. 
Schweitzer made his country's objectives crystal clear: to take advantage of the 
strategic position of the Dominican Republic, located between Mona Passage and 
Windward Passage, through which all ships bound for the Panama Canal must pass, and 
to use the Dominican army to invade Haiti if that country is threatened by a revo- 
lution, for which invasion the United States would supply all necessary aid. 


This was not the only visit of its kind. A few weeks after Schweitzer, Adm Harry 
D. Train, chief of the Yankee navai fleet in the Atlantic and the Caribbean, 
ippeared in the Dominican Republic, and later on Gen Wallace Nuttin, chief of the 
'.S. Southern Strategic Command, based in Panama, was there. Both reiterated and 
confirmed the orders given by Schweitzer. 


Among the immediate consequences of those visits is a resurgence of persecutions, 
threats and deportations of foreigners residing in the Dominican Republic, espec- 
ially anti-Duvalier Haitians. 


Maj Gen Mario Imbert McGregor, President Gueman's armed forces minister, told the 
Dominican newspaper EL NACIONAL in April that 12 new military camps were to be 
built along the border with Haiti, and a barracks and housing for soldiers sta- 
tioned in Mecasi, in the jurisdiction of Pedro Santana, which is also a border 
municipality. 


[hat same month, April, military training was carried out in the border gone, with 
armored and air ftorces. 

[fhe American presence on the old island of Hispaniola, the second of the Antilles, 
shared by the Dominican Republic (48,442 sq km) and Haiti (27,750 sq km), creates 
increasingly humiliating and sad conditions of dependence and submission to the 
hegemonic and aggressive policy of the United States government.

[Text] Anniversaries are usually occasions for reviewing work accomplished and also 
for necessary analysis looking toward the future, 


For the None ‘sed Countries Movement, which thie September completes ite first year 
since ite Sixth Summit was held in Havana, thie annual review shows, above all, a 
substantial favorable balance, which confirma its presence as an important factor 
in the international arena. 


This moment in the history of the Nonalined Countries Movement is more important 
still if one takes into consideration that this is the 19th year since its founding 
in Belgrade in 1961, and everything appears to indicate that the third decade of 
its existence will begin in a political climate which is particularly difficult for 
its aspirations for peace and the restructuring of the international relations 
which give it life. 


Twelve months after the Havana meeting, the greatest and most representative of all 
the summit meetings of .he nonalined countries, the importance of that first 
meeting in Latin America is reaffirmed if one analyzes the role played by the 
movement during a year rich in political happenings of indisputable importance. 


With the entry of several countries--among them Nicaragua and Grenada, on the 
American continent--the nonalined countries reached a total of 95 full members 

in Havana, including states and internationally recognized national liberation 
movements, which emphasized its consolidated prestige as an influential factor at 
the time, as well as its broadness and heterogeneity. 


the year that Cuba has exercised the presidency conferred on it at the Sixth 
Summit, it has been proved that the large group of member countries of the Non- 
a@alined Movement has achieved in that period one of the most ambitious objectives 
outlined at the Havana meeting: that of greater participation in the solution 
of current political problems. 


There have been centered principally in three areas: South Africa, Southwest Asia 
and the Middle East, and in the daily task of changing prevailing economic 
structures, which are responsible for the underdevelopment which confronts most 

of the people represented in the movement.

Several governments of the nonalinea member countries, although holding differing 
points of view on the situation in Afghanistan, were agreed that the best way to 
solve the crisis was through negotiation, and they supported Cuba's mission.

Liberation Organization], for example, expressed their approval of those negotia- 
tions. 


in the same area, the crisis caused by the American adventure on [ranian territory 
was echoed within the Nonalined Movement which, through its president, reiterated 
to the Tehran government the willingness of the movement to study concrete measures 
to avoid the repetition of such attacks. 


The recently concluded extraordinary session of the UN General Assembly, which at

This short summary of such varied activity would be incomplete if we were not to 
mention the important speech made by Fidel Castro on behalf of the movement at 
the 34th period of UN General Assembly sessions, in which he summarized with 
exemplary objectivity and precision the sad economic and social situation of 
hundreds of human beings and outlined some norms for its possible improvement. 


These and other tasks, such as the action in favor of disarmament or for the crea-

[Text] In battling so hard for the establishment of a new international economic 
order, sometimes we forget that it will also be necessary to make profound 
etructural changes in many of the underdeveloped countries.

One of the first decisions which must be made by the young states is to determine 
the principal source of the capital which will serve to satisfy the investment 
needs of economic development. 


Another question to be answered is how to proceed to effect a just redistribution 
of the wealth, so that the majority of the people have access to living conditions 
which are in keeping with the progress it is hoped to achieve. 


Faced with such varied problems, the underdeveloped countries prove that the old 
schemes based on “private initiative” are ineffective and even contradictory with 
respect to the proposed goals. 


Some of these problems were analyzed at the Latin American Dialog on the New 
International Economic Order held in Havana in June under the auspices of the 
United Nations and the Center for World Economic Research, which has its head- 
quarters in Cuba,

the sviution of the problem of financing has become a key question, at a time when 
the toreign debt of the underdeveloped countries is the most serious obstacle many 
of them tace in undertaking the long-awaited economic development, 


Cuba also had to confront this pressing problem and, naturally, to solve it, it 
could not count on "aid" from the International Monetary Fund or the World Bank, 
credit organs in which decisions were made with the predominant vote of the U.S. 
government. 


Nor can other underdeveloped countries, as Jamaica proved recently, base their 
independent development on sources of capital controlled by Washington and for that 
same reason prejudicial to their interests. 


Economic cooperation among the developing countries, then, becomes an alternative 
source, and at present it must be increased so that it can carry out its function 
of promoting progress.

DECLINE IN PROWESS OF ATHLETIC TEAMS NOTED WITH CONCERN 
Havana JUVENTUD REBELDE in Spanish 21 Sep 80 p 5

[Text] The 23d Olympic cycle which will culminate in the 1984 Games has just begun; 
however, there is a crisis in Cuban athletics; and more dedicated effort will have 
to be exerted from this moment on if results superior to those of Moscow are to be 
obtained. 


Despite the fact that several medals were won at the Moscow meet, topped by Caridad 
Colon's gold medal in the javelin, the accomplishments of our athletes were inferior 
to those expected. And in the next 4 years they could be worse if more work is not 
done to prepare our leading competitors and their backups. 


Bad luck was not the reason for our country's poor showing in Moscow; rather it was 
the culmination of a process of deterioration which has been taking place in 
recent important meets, such as the Pan-American Games and the Montreal World Cup. 


This means we must analyze the causes which have produced instability among the 
athletes of national teams and devise training plans which will permit the 
elimination of such problems for highly productive competitors. 


However, it cannot be said that this is the only reason for the decline in Cuban 
athletic prowess. In this respect, the inadequate development of the stages by 
which an athlete is supposed to reach his highest level has been fundamental. 


The EIDE [School for Sports Beginners] and the ESPA [Advanced School of Athletic 
Improvement] have not done their jobs as expected. As a result, the Cuban represen- 
tation has not had the athletes it should have had. 


As eloquent proof of the poor work done in these centers, it can be noted that 
from the nine EIDEs in the country, only 26 students of that sports entity were 
worthy of selection for the ESPA out of a group of over 300. If we add to this 
the fact that selections for the ESPA in prior years were also made without the 
requisite care, it is evident that there has been no development in the inter- 
national sports sector, as not even the specialized centers have supplied top 
athletes for the number one teams. 
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The situation is more critical in che mass sports sector. Competitions have not 
been held nor are contests conducted among the young people, particularly in the 
student sector, which is the basic breeding ground; physical education programs 
are not carried out, and the calendar of competitions is conspicuous by its absence. 


There have even been cases in which trials to select children for the EINE's have 
been scheduled, but those who should be responsible for the selection process 

did not attend. Then selection was made by the handpicking method or at least 
without the possibility of assuring that the best track-and-field competitors 
attend these schools for sports beginners. 


To al! the above we must add the lack of incentives for trainers and competitors or 
for their technical development. 


Undentably, with a general situation such as this we cannot hope to make a good 
showing since not even the primary objective targeted by the state is being met, 
namely systematic sports practice and, as a consequence thereof, the development of 
champions. 


Only a few athletes have remained in the forefront of world competition, such as 
Caridad Colon, Silvio Leonard, Alejandro Casanas, Luis Mariano Delis and Alberto 
Juantorena, and on a lesser scale, David Giralt and Carmen Romero. Except for 
Giralt and Caridad, the remaining athletes have already competed in two or more 
Olympic cycles; therefore, we must count upon others at their same level of 
‘ompetence for Los Angeles. 


To achieve this goal, we must revitalize our athletic sector. We must have 
competitions from the rank and file level on up everywhere; we must make the best 
selections of athletes and trainers; finally, we must work with the dedication of 
the first vears of the sports movement which has practically disappeared from the 
provinces. 


If we fail to do these things, we will arrive in Los Angeles less prepared than 

we were in Moscow. where, among other things, we were unable to enter a single woman 
in the track competitions (a sector in which we have even received Olympic medals) 
and the anchorman for the 400-meter relay was eliminated for failing to pass the 
baton. 


These are some aspects of the present athletic sector which were analyzed in May 
i980 by the national plenary assembly and more recently at a meeting chaired by 
the INDER [National Institute for Sports, Physical Education and Recreation}. 


This is one of the most meaningful sports areas for all athletes; and at the 
‘ompetitive level it is the one which supplies the greatest number of medals. Thus 
we must struggle for the mass participation it should have and for high quality in 
the various specialties among our principal sports figures. By sector, the shotput 
specialty, which has no tradition here, is at the forefront, while in the track 
sector the deterioration is already a cause for concern. We wiil analyze these 
questions in upcoming articles.

their respective representatives. In the case of there being several pro- 
posed candidates, one candidate will be selected through the elimination 
vote system.

"In the case of a tie, it will be decided by the junta president who, for 

the purpose of elections will have two votes. The presidency of the junta 
will be assumed by the representative of the independent sector.

\Excerpts] [Question] Monsigneur, the Latin American community and particularly 
Panama, are deeply worried about what is happening in El Salvador. Since your 
testimony is so valuable, could you tell us what the situation there really is? 


[Answer] The situation in El Salvador is very complex. It is a complicated 
Situation in which an undeclared war is going on and which has worsened in the 
past few weeks. The leftwing is carrying out a plan which has two parts: one 
consisting of actual clashes and the other being the people's prolonged war 

which is of a broader scope. On the other hand, the armed forces are also very 
active trying by all means to control the situation. Then, there is the vast 
majority of people, who are indifferent, but nevertheless, are waiting to see 

what will happen. They are tired of this situation and hope that it can be solved 
by political means instead of fighting. 


{Question} Monsigneur, do you think there is foreign intervention in this drama, 
in this tragedy, which is making things worse? 


[Answer] I believe that in the era we are living in, you cannot prevent inter- 
relations. Therefore, we have foreign influence in those sectors, who are trying 
to change things through violence and also on the forces which are trying to 
neutralize the actions of their adversaries. 


[Question] Monsigneur, do you think Ronald Reagan's election as president of the 
United States will strengthen the position of the traditional oligarchic groups of 
El Salvador and of those armed forces sectors who would rather use power than 
dialogue? 


[Answer] With Reagan's elections there will be changes in U.S. foreign policy. 
Based on what he has said, we can expect that the Salvadoran rightwing will re- 
ceive support and conservation will be the prevailing trend in solving our prob- 
lems.

UNIONS PROPOSE WORKER-EMPLOYER RELATIONS REFORM BILLS

(Text) The CST |Sandinist Workers Federation], CAUS [Center for Labor Unity and 
Action], CGT (i) [General Labor Confederation], CTN [Federation of Nicaraguan 
Workers] and CUS [Confederation for Unity of Trade Unions] central union organiza- 
tions yesterday submitted to . Council of State two bills aimed at introducing 
reforms and order into worker-employer relations. This is the first time all the 
central union organizations of the country meeting in council have agreed to sub-

One bill would prevent employers from continuing to delay their compliance with 
the Labor Ministry's decisions and the other would raise to 10,000 cordobas the 
limit on the amount involved in cases considered by this authority.

DUTCH AID CONTRIBUTES TO STABLE ‘NEW ORDEK' IN SURINAME 


Lmergency Program Started

(Text) After 5 daye of deliberations the Committee Development Cooperation 
Nether lands-Suriname (Cons) approved in principle 96 percent of all projects 
submitted by Suriname. 


Thies meane that President and Prime Minister Chin A Sen can begin to execute 

hie urgency program. in pereon he will inform the eedia on Tuesday exact iv 
which projects are invoived. The total eum of development funds involved amounts 
to 500 million guilders. 


After the completion of the successful discussions the chairman of the Dutch 
Cons delegation, Prof Dr F. van Dam, said: “We have learned from the past” when 
projects were inadequately executed. 


Remarkable is the streamiinixeg applied to guarantee fast execution of Chin A Sen's 
emergency program. To speed things up the Cons has set up 4 body called the 
Committee Urgency Program (Cup) which can give final approval to projects aiready 
approved in principie. 


The |! etherlands will aiso contribute 1 million Suriname guilders to a “monitoring 
center” which will be part of the Plan Bureau. Suriname also 2 l million 
Surinamese guilders. This center is supposed to eliminate difficult situations 


in the execution of the projecte. 


it reports on 4a weekiv basis to the president and prime sinister on progress in 
the execution of the projects. The center will be in cons*ent contact with the 
civil servante responsible for the execution of the urgency projects. 


The amount of 500 sillion guilders needed to finance the urgency program vas 
brought together through reallocation of already promised but not yet paid out 
amounte and by changes in the allocation of funds agreed upon in December of 
jast vear by Minieter De Koning and the Surinamese sinister Cambridge.

(Text) The Netheriande has laid a sol 1 foundation for the "new order of 
things” in Suriname by Bak ing SOO mill‘on guilders availiable for Suriname's 
government leader Chin A Sen's urgency program, After 5 daye of deliberations 
between the Surinamese and the Dutch delegations of Cone (Committee Deve lopment 
Cooperatton Setherlandse-Suriname) it wae announced in Paramaribo that more than 
96 per et Of the projects submitted by Suriname had been appreved in principle. 


hie important solution for Suriname does not come as a surprise. After the 
partial failure of Dutch Minister of Development and Cooperation De Koning's 
vieit to Suriname 2 monihe ago, one of the causes of a chilling effect on the 
relationship between the ‘wo countries, it was clear that no stone would ve left 
unturned to prevent a further worsening of relations. Since Minister De Koning 
already promised full cooperation with Chin A Sen's urgency program--only the 
Surinamese demand that the promised funds be protected against inflation ruined 
the situation=-it was important that projects acceptable to both countries be 
listed on the Cons-agenda. To prevent disagreeable surprises the Dutch Cone 
chairman, Prof Dr F. van Dam, traveled 4a month ago to Paramaribo for preliginary 
¢iecussions. The result, according to the delearation of both Cons delegations, 
wae that the diecussione took place in “a cordial, businesslike, and cooperative 
atmosphere.” Or, a8 expressed after one of the mee.ings wae finished, by adviser 
Hane van Mierlo: “Conflicts remained in harmony.” 





Suriname submitted a list of 57 protects in total, one sore was added later. 
Of these 56 projects, 55 were approved in principle, of which 25 definitely; 
thie amounts to 167 million Surinamese guilders. 


Before the start of the Cone discussions President and Prime Minister Chin A Sen 
pointed out the importance of the beginning at last of the actual development of 
Suriname. 


"The Netherlands is to Suriname what Russia is to Cuba and the American lobby to 
terael.” According to him the 15th Cons meeting should be the end of the past, 
when the poor did not benefit at all from the spending of development funds. 


The combativeness of Chin A Sen's government declaration is also noticeable in 

the way new agreements were made within the framework of the Cons discussions. 

"With a view to the character of this urgency program” the approval of projects 
can be accelerated in the meantime. 


To this end the Committee Urgency Program (Cup) was established; Cons is repre- 
sented in it by the secretaries of both sections assisted by experts. Projects 
which could not be definitely approved at the Cons meeting will be referred to the 
Cup and can be approved by this body. If the Cup cannot reach 4 decision the 
probleme will be resubmitted to the Cons. 


If needed, an interia approval procedure to be decided by both chairmen can be 
used.

the urgen.y program. It was achieved through Wheeling and dealing, or, in Cons 
tersinoloay, “reallocation of already allocated sums of money." In the end the 


ty fund wae charged with a reserve fund established in the past to a total of 
115 sillion guilders. 


Reor aches 


Surinamese reproaches about delays in transferring funds from The Netherlands will 
be something of the past. 


Ae regards money transfers it was agreed in principle that requests will be sub- 
mitted quarterly, but the possibility of interim requests is not excluded. The 
gueetion now is which of the projects were approved in princ!sle or definitely 
by the 15th Cons meeting, and which of the listed projecte will be announced by 
President and Prime Minister Chin A Sen in person. Political observers in 
Paramaribo consider this a sign that Chin A Sen is happy about the result of the 
discussions, which will ultimately be the basis of his urgency program. 


The next--16th--Cons meeting will be chaired by Prof Van Dam on 22 November;
